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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bishopthorpe 
Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  for  the  year  1925,  which  Iveport  is  a Survey  Report  on  the 
five  years  ending  1925. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  5,550  acres. 

The  population,  2,209. 

The  physical  features  of  the  District  and  country  surrounding 
on  the  Southern,  Northern,  and  Western  sides  are  simple,  open 
and  expansive;  the  District  being  part  of  the  Great  Plain  of  York. 
The  highest  point  is  in  the  Western  part  of  the  District  in  the  Parish 
of  Askiiam  Richard,  being  131.5  feet  Ordnance  Datum,  the  land 
having  a gentle  slope  from  the  West  to  East  towards  the  River  Ouse, 
which  river  forms  part  of  the  Boundary  of  the  District,  at  the  lowest 
level  of  approximately  24  feet  Ordnance  Datum. 

The  Bishopthorpe  Rural  District  is  purely  agricultural  in 
character  and  consists  of  the  West  Riding  portion  of  the  York  Poor 
Law  Union,  and  is  situated  on  the  South-Western  side  of  the  City 
of  York  and  abuts  thereon. 

Six  Parishes  comprise  the  Bishopthorpe  Rural  District; 
practically  the  whole  of  the  area  is  within  the  Ouse  Drainage  area, 
a small  portion  being  within  the  watershed  of  the  River  Wharfe, 
which  river  flows  into  the  Ouse  outside  and  in  the  adjoining 
Rural  District  of  Tadcaster. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  in  1921,  according  to  the  Census 
returns,  was  2,104. 

The  Rateable  Value  (1925)  is  £34,080,  and  the  sum  represented 
by  a penny  rate  is  approximately  £140. 
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THE  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTEICT. 

The  inhabitants  are  principally  engaged  in  agriculture  and  trades 
dependent  thereon,  with  the  exception  of  Bishopthorpe  and 
Dringhouses,  where  a proportion  of  the  people  are  railway  workers. 
There  are  no  factories  or  workshops  of  any  importance  in  the  District ; 
the  workshops  existing  being  Blacksmiths’,  Wheelwrights’  and  Boot 
Repairing  Workshops,  and  these  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  any  cleansing  or  defects  receive  attention. 

BIRTH-RATE. 

The  births  registered  are  35,  viz.,  19  males  and  16  females; 
2 females  were  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  is  15.3  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  In  1924  it  was  12.5.  In  1923  it  was  20.0.  In 
1922  it  was  13.3,  and  in  1921  it  was  9.5.  The  birth-rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  18.3. 

DEATH-RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  30,  18  being  males  and  12  females, 
giving  a death-rate  of  13.5  per  1,000  of  the  population.  In  1924 
it  was  12.5.  In  1923  it  was  11.4.  In  1922  it  was  8. 1 , and  in  1921 
it  was  5.2. 

Nine  residents  died  outside  the  District  and  five  non-residents 
died  within  the  district. 

The  nett  rate  for  the  District  is  15.3.  For  England  and  Wales 
the  rate  is  12.2. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  nil.  In  1924  it  was  .4.  In  1923 
it  was  .4.  In  1922  it  was  .4,  and  in  1921  it  was  .4. 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  is  .9,  or  a rate  of  57  per  1 ,000  births 
registered.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  is  75.  In  1524,  .9, 
or  a rate  of  72  per  1,000  births  registered.

SCAELET  FEVEE. 

On  22nd  May,  a young  woman,  21  years  of  age,  was  reported 
from  a house  at  Dringhouses — she  was  removed  to  the  Fever 
Hospital.  The  patient  had  contracted  the  disease  whilst  visiting  her 
home  at  West  Cottingwith,  where  there  was  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  The  second  case  occurred  at  Acaster  Malbis,  in  September, 
a girl,  7 years  of  age,  she  was  isolated  at  home.  The  third  case 
was  notified  from  a public  house  on  the  Tadcaster  Eoad,  in  the 
parish  of  Askham  Eichard,  a boy,  8 years  of  age.  He  was  at  once 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  He  contracted  the  disease  in 
A"ork  whilst  at  School,  where  several  other  cases  had  occurred. 
The  fourth  case  was  that  of  a boy,  7 years  of  age,  at  Dringhouses — 
he  was  isolated  at  home.  This  was  an  imported  case. 

DIPHTHEEIA  (1  case). 

On  22nd  May,  a young  woman,  22  years  of  age,  was  notified 
from  Bishopthorpe — she  was  removed  to  the  Acomb  Isolation 
Hospital.  This  was  an  imported  case  from  Scarborough. 

PUEEPEEAL  SEPSIS  AND  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATOEUM. 

On  9th  July,  a woman,  22  years  of  age,  and  her  baby,  7 days 
old,  were  notified,  both  were  mild  cases  and  made  good  recoveries — 
the  District  Nurse  was  in  attendance.  The  drains  and  other 
sanitary  conveniences  were  satisfactory,  sink  trapped  and  the  yard 
was  cemented. 

ENTEEIC  FEVEE. 

On  2nd  September,  a man,  58  years  of  age,  was  notified  from 
Copmanthorpe — he  was  removed  to  the  York  County  Hospital.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  both  the  house  and  premises  was  fairly  satis- 
factorv  and  no  history  as  to  the  origin  was  traceable.  The  patient 
had  been  staying  in  North  Yorkshire  for  a short  holiday  previously. 

TUBEECULOSIS  (2  cases). 

Both  of  these  cases  had  been  under  treatment  for  Phthisis 
before  coming  to  reside  in  the  district.  The  first,  a man,  38  years 
of  age,  at  Middlethorpe,  was  removed  to  a Sanatorium  for  further 
treatment.  The  second  case  was  that  of  a man,  27  years  of  age, 
at  Dringhouses,  who  had  been  badly  wounded  in  the  chest  by 
shrapnel  during  the  war,  later  he  was  in  Fairfield  Sanatorium  for 
4|  months ; he  had  removed  from  York  to  Dringhouses  a few  weeks 
previous  to  being  notified.

When  considered  advisable,  patients  are  removed  to  a Sanatorium 
for  treatment. 

MATEENITY  AND  CHILD  WELFAEE. 

The  West  Eiding  County  Council  Welfare  Sub-Committee  are 
doing  good  work.  Suitable  and  convenient  centres  have  been 
established  where  parturient  women  can  obtain  medical  advice  and 
free  treatment,  and  where  babies  and  school  children  are  advised 
upon  or  treated  for  minor  ailments.  Suitable  leaflets  are  given  out 
by  the  Nurse  in  the  District. 

FEVEE,  SMALL  POX,  etc. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  for  accepting  infectious  cases  in  the 
District  into  the  Great  Ousebum  Isolation  Hospital  at  Acomb  and,  in 
emergency,  into  the  York  Fever  and  Small  Pox  Isolation  Hospitals. 
None  of  the  Hospitals  are  in  the  District  but  all  are  within  a few 
miles  radius,  and  no  difficulty  has  arisen  in  the  past  in  regard  to 
ambulance  arrangements  for  immediate  removal  to  the  various 
institutions.  The  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children,  Tuber- 
culosis Dispensaries,  and  Treatment  Centres  for  Venereal  Diseases 
are  under  the  able  supervision  of  Dr.  Kay,  the  West  Eiding  County 
Medical  Officer,  and  every  provision  is  made  for  proper  treatment 
of  all  cases  requiring  attention. 


PUBLIC  health;  officers  of  the  local  authority. 
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There  is  no  Professional  Nursing  in  the  District. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  and  the  Kegistration 
of  Midwives  acting  in  the  District  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  Kay,  West  Eiding  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  There 
are  three  Midwives  practising  in  the  District,  viz.,  Mrs.  McPherson, 
Dringhouses ; Miss  Winters,  Bilbrough;  and  Miss  Watson,  York. 
The  two  last  act  as  District  Nurses. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

The  chemical  work  that  has  been  necessary  to  be  canned  out  for 
Bacteriological  purposes  has  been  carried  out  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  and,  in  emergency  cases, 
by  Dr.  S.  Goodman  Platts,  Pathologist,  at  York  County  Hospital. 

PUBLIC  ANALYST. 

There  is  no  Public  Analyst  appointed  by  the  Council.  The 
Food  and  Drugs  sampling  within  the  District  is  carried  out  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  Gamble,  Food  and 
Drugs  Inspector,  106  Sffition  Parade,  Harrogate. 

Legislation  in  force,  viz.,  Local  Acts: 

Special  Local  Orders ; and 
General  Adoptive  Acts 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  the  Public 
Health  Acts  (Amendment),  1890  and  1907,  were  both  adopted; 
and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  and  the  Private  Streets  Works  Act 
have  not  been  adopted. 

With  respect  to  Private  Street  Work,  Sections  150  and  152  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  are  in  force  in  the  Parish  of 
Dringhouses  Without. 

No  Urban  Powers  were  obtained  in  1925  by  'this  District. 

The  Bye-Laws  and  Regulations  in  force  in  the  District  are : — 
The  Cleansing  of  Footways  and  Pavements  and  Bye-Laws  of  New 
Streets  and  Buildings.  These  were  approved  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  the  25th  October,  1909,  and  on  the 
8th  November,  1909. 

The  administration  of  these  Bye-Laws  is  carefully  carried  out. 
There  is  no  relaxation  of  Bye-Laws  under  Section  24  of  the  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Act,  1919.  ' 

NATIONAL  INSURANCE.  ’ 

There  are  no  important  points  to  record  in . connection  with 
National  Insurance. 
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WATEE  SUPPLY. 

The  Parish  of  Acaster  Malbis  obtains  its  water  supply  chiefly 
from  shallow  wells.  There  are  a few  deep  bore  wells  that  have  been 
sunk  in  recent  years  within  the  District.  Careful  watch  is  being 
kept  of  anything  surrounding  that  may  cause  contamination  of  these 
shallow  wells  which  are  mostly  placed  in  surroundings  suggestive  of 
pollution;  The  nearest  source  of  supply  to  Acaster  Malbis  is  the 
York  Waterworks  mains  at  Bishopthorpe,  about  2 miles  away. 
There  is  no  doubt  a need  in  this  Parish  for  a better  supply.  The 
Parishes  of  Bishopthorpe,  Copmanthorpe,  Dringhouses  Without, 
and  Middlethorpe  are  all  supplied  from  the  York  Waterworks 
Company’s  mains,  there  being  a good  and  constant  supply  at  all 
times.  The  Parish  of  Copmanthorpe  takes  its  water  in  bulk  from 
the  York  Waterworks  and  which  is  distributed  by  the  District 
Council.  Askham  Eichard  is  provided  with  a private  supply  from 
the  principal  Landowner  in  the  Parish.  There  are  a few  wells  in 
the  outlying  parts  of  the  Parish. 

EIVEES  AND  STEEAMS. 

The  Streams  within  the  District’s  Area  are  as  follows: — 

ACASTEE  MALBIS. 

The  Parish  of  Acaster  Malbis  is  situate  at  the  Southern  Comer 
of  the  District,  with  the  Eiver  Ouse  forming  its  Eastern  Boundary. 
A portion  of  this  Eiver,  as  far  as  Naburn  Locks,  is  tidal.  On  the 
Western  Boundary  of  the  Parish  is  the  Foss  Dyke.  There  is  no 
evidence  of  pollution  of  these  streams  to  be  seen  from  the  village. 

ASKHAM  EICHAED. 

This  Parish  is  situate  on  the  North-West  Corner  of  the  District, 
being  somewhat  detached  from  the  other  Parishes,  and  the  only 
stream  or  dyke  being  the  Moor  Drain,  which  flows  Northward  to  the 
Eiver  Ouse  and  .which  receives  a considerable  amount  of  sewage 
water  from  the  village.  The  ditches  or  gutters  leading  to  the 
Moor  Drain  get  somewhat  foul  at  times,  are  periodically  cleansed  out 
by  the  adjoining  occupiers,  but  a difficulty  is  being  experienced  in 
getting  some  of  the  occupiers  to  ‘clean  out  their  section  of  gutter. 

BISHOPTHOEPE. 

This  Parish  is  situate  on  the  East  side  of  the  District  adjoining 
the  Eiver  Ouse.  Most  of  the  sewage  effluent  from  the  village 
passes  into  the  Eiver  via  an  old  4|  in.  brick  culvert,  about  2 feet 
in  diameter,  which  culvert  is  situate  under  the  public  footpath  on 
the  South  side  of  the  village  street.  It  also  receives  a considerable 
amount  of  subsoil  and  land  drainage  waters.  The  condition  of 
this  culvert  structurally  is  poor. 
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COPMANTHOEPE. 

This  Parish  lies  on  the  Western  side  of  the  District  and  adjoins 
the  Tadcaster  Eural  District.  There  are  two  streams  or  dykes  within 
this  Parish,  viz.,  the  Town  Ings  Drain  which  takes  the  effluent  from 
the  Septic -Tank  which  receives  the  sewage  from  the  Northern  end  of 
the  village  and  which  eventually  discharges  into  the  Foss  Dyke,  which 
Dyke  is  situate  on  the  Eastern  and  Southern  sides  of  the  Parish ; 
also  a land  surface  water  dyke  or  ditch  llowing  Easterly  from  Colton 
Parish,  adjoining  towards  and  alongside  of  Station  Lane  and  Temple 
Lane,  Copmanthorpe,  and  which  ditch  eventually  discharges  into 
the  Foss  Dyke,  about  a mile  below  the  discharge  point  of  the  Town 
Ings  Drain.  This  ditch  also  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Septic 
Tank  that  receives  the  sewage  from  the  Southern  section  of  the 
village. 

DEINGHOUSES. 

This  Parish  lies  in  the  North  of  the  District  and  adjoins  the 
City  of  York  on  the  North-East  sides. 

There  is  one  stream  flowing  Easterly  through  the  Parish  of 
Dringhouses  from  within  the  Parish  of  Askham  Bryan  towards  and 
into  the  Eiver  Ouse,  and  enters  the  said  Eiver  at  a point  near  to  the 
London  and  North  Eastern  Eailway  Works,  Leeman  Eoad,  York. 

This  is  a fairly  free  flowing  stream  most  of  the  year,  the  water 
at  times  having  a distinct  yellow  tinge,  due  no  doubt  to  the  presence 
of  peaty  soil  along  its  course. 

MIDDLETHOEPE. 

This  Parish  lies  towards  the  North  and  on  the  East  side  of  the 
District,  and  adjoins  the  Eiver  Ouse. 

DEAINAGE  AND  SEWEEAGE. 

There  is  only  the  Parish  of  Dringhouses  which  has  a scheme 
of  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal  within  the  District.  This  scheme 
was  laid  down  in  1906,  with  a view  to  being -able  to  cope  with  an 
amount  of  sewage  equal  to  approximately  twice  the  amount  of  sewage 
then  existing. 

The  daily  dry  weather  flow  of  sewage  in  the  Storage  Tanks 
equalled  about  feet  per  day  of  24  hours,  and  was  pumped  out  to 
the  two  Septic  Tanks  and  four  Filter  Beds  by  two  8-horse  power 
Oil  Engines  (one  of  which  has  since  been  replaced  by  a 16-horse 
power  Electric  Motor)  and  two  3 in.  Wade  and  .Cherr}^ Centrifugal 
Pumps. 

The  dry  weather  flow  of  sewage  at  the  present  time  amounts  to 
approximately  8|  feet  per  day  of  24  hours  in  the  Storage  Tanks,  viz., 
over  three  times  the  amount  of  sewage  that  was  dealt  with  in  1906. 
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The  effluent  from  these  works  is  discharged  into  the  Dringhouses 
Beck  near  to,  and  which  effluent  has  been  somewhat  polluted  recently 
owing  to  the  abnormal  amount  of  sewage  that  these  works  have  now 
to  deal  with..  The  conditions  existing  have  been  fully  reported  to 
the  Council  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  requesting  that  early  steps 
be  taken  to  modernise  the  existing  Filter  Beds  with  sprinklers  of  a 
suitable  type.  The  Council  are  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  cope 
with  this  matter  at  an  early  date,  with  a view  to  biinging  the  works 
up  to  the  present  day  standard;  otherwise  the  works  and  sewers 
have  been  well  kept  and  attended  to. 

There  are  Private  Septic  Tanks  at  Acaster  Malbis,  Middlethorpe, 
Bishopthorpe,  and  Copmanthorpe ; at  times,  some  of  these  work 
far  from  satisfactorily. 

On  account  of  considerable  development  taking  place  at 
Bishopthorpe,  a Sewage  Scheme  in  the  near  future,  appears 
inevitable. 

The  sewage  at  Copmanthorpe  is  chiefly  dealt  with  by  two  Septic 
Tanks  belonging  to  the  Council.  A large  portion  of  the  sewers  and 
drainage  in  the  village  of  Copmanthorpe  was  so  intermixed  with 
surface  water  and  water  from  the  roads,  that  grit  and  other  matter 
of  a heavy  character  were  canded  into  the  said  Septic  Tanks,  and  sa 
preventing  the  best  action  on  the  sewage  (that  it  is  possible  to  get 
from  such  tanks)  due  to  the  choking  and  levelling  up  of  the  same. 
A good  portion  of  the  sewers  and  top  drainage  have  now  been 
separated  by  laying  in  new  sections  here  and  there  and  the  remainder 
is  in  progress. 

Aluminoferric  slabs  are  now  being  used  for  treating  the  sewage 
as  far  as  it  is  possible  previous  to  entering  the  Septic  Tank.  By 
this  process  it  has  been  found  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  pump  out 
the  solids  from  the  Tanks  every  two  or,  at  most,  three  months’' 
duration.  There  is  a considerable  amount  of  sewage  to  be  dealt 
with  by  these  Tanks,  and  undoubtedly  a sewerage  scheme  is  inevitable 
in  the  near  future.  The  effluent  from  these  Tanks  is  not  a good 
sample  at  any  time,  but  there  is  an  improvement  since  the 
Aluminofemc  slabs  were  used.  The  greatest  difficulty  in  dealing 
with  sewage  in  this  Parish  without  a Pumping  Stetion  is  the  low- 
lying  and  water-logged  condition  of  the  land.  A complaint  was 
received  from  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board  regarding  the  polluted 
condition  of  the  effluent. 

ASKHAM  RICHARD. 

There  is  no  proper  system  of  sewerage  in  this  village;  a 
considerable  amount  of  crude  sewage  is  discharged  into  surface  water 
ditches,  which  eventually  discharge  into  the  Moor  Drain,  and  which 
ditches  at  times  are  offensive. 
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CLOSET,  &c.,  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  approximately  190  water  closets,  212  pan  closets, 
141  privies  and  ashpits,  2 open  privies  and  ashpits,  133  dry  dustbins, 
and  36  dry  ashpits  within  the  District. 

The  privies  and  ashpits  are  cleaned  out  every  two  or  three 
weeks  or  as  occasion  may  require.  Lime  is  liberally  dredged  on 
the  walls  of  the  privy  and  ashpit  and  in  the  pan  closets  every  time 
the  cleansing  is  carried  out,  with  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of 
Copmanthorpe,  where  fine  granulated  peat  moss  litter  is  used,  and 
in  some  cases  the  walls  are  sprayed  with  carbolic  liquid.  The  most 
insanitary  of  the  pxdvies  have  been  made  into  pan  closets.  The 
use  of  lime  has  proved  invaluable  in  the  checking  of  the  breeding 
of  flies  in  connection  with  these  conveniences  during  the 
summer  months. 

SCAVENGING. 

Two  men,  with  an  open  and  a closed  sanitary  cart,  are  constantly 
employed  as  Scavengers  in  the  District,  and  complaints  of  any 
inattention  are  very  rare  and,  when  received,  are  usually  due  to  the 
occupiers  themselves,  on  account  of  the  men  not  being  able  to 
gain  access. 

The  Council  carry  out  the  Scavenging  of  the  District  with  their 
own  staff. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

A considerable  amount  of  this  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  along  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  in  a 
number  of  cases,  where  defects  are  found,  the  Inspector  calls  the 
attention  of  the  owner,  if  in  the  District,  and  the  work  is  usually 
carried  out  voluntarily.  There  is  no  doubt  that  if  a Grant  were 
given  by  the  Government  towards  the  cost  of  re-conditioning  some 
of  the  older  and  most  substantial  of  the  dwelling-houses,  it  would 
prove  invaluable,  more  so  now  at  the  present  time,  when  the  cost 
is  so  high.  The  grant  to  be  in  the  proportion  of  the  actual  cost  on 
the  considered  really  necessary  work  required  by  the  Council  to  be 
carried  out  to  raise  the  dwelling  to  a fair  standard  of  habitation. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  are  no  factories  or  large  chimneys  emitting  smoke  within 
the  District,  and,  due  to  the  prevailing  Westerly  winds,  there  is  a 
general  absence  of  smoke  from  the  City  of  York  that  might  be 
considered  a nuisance. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

There  are  no  offensive  Trades,  Houses  let  in  Lodgings, 
Temporary  Living  Accommodation,  or  Underground  Sleeping-rooms 
in  the  District.  Several  plans  have  been  passed  by  the  Council 
for  temporary  dwellings  during  the  last  five  years  on  a basis  of 
3 years'  duration. 
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OTHER  INSANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 
NUISANCES. 

A large  pond,  situate  at  the  rear  of  North  Eastern  Terrace, 
Dringhouses,  has  been  filled  in  in  such  a way  as  to  drain  all  the 
stagnant  water  away.  This  pond  was  paid  of  a disused  brick-pond, 
and  has  been  a nuisance  more  or  less  over  a long  period,  its  condition 
was  such  'that  it  was  an  ideal  breeding  ground  for  juosquitoes  and 
flies,  it  being  a general  dumping  place  for  all  kinds  of  I'efuse. 
Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  previous  to  the  work  being 
carried  out. 

A very  large  disused  brick-pond,  adjoining  the  North  Lane, 
Dringhouses,  and  belonging  to  the  London  and  North  Eastern 
Railway  Co.,  is  now  being  used  as  a tip  by  the  Company,  and  which 
at  times  during  the  summer  and  autumn  months  was  a nuisance. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  had  this  pond  under  observation  and 
advised  the  owners  as  to  the  best  means  of  preventing  a recurring 
nuisance. 

• A disused  gravel  pit,  belonging  to  the  York  Corporation,  situate 
in  the  Bustardthorpe  Fields,  Middlethorpe,  and  adjoining  the 
Bishopthorpe  Road,  is  and  has  been  for  a long  period  used  as  a tip 
for  all  kinds  of  household  refuse  by  the  said  Corporation.  It  has 
been  a recumng  nuisance  for  a considerable  time  due  to  foul  smells 
and  objectionable  paper  and  refuse  blowing  about  the  District.  The 
Inspector  has  found  it  on  fire  on  several  occasions,  when  tlie  smells 
emanating  therefrom  was  most  offensive.  The  attention  of  the 
City  Engineer,  or  his  Assistants  have  usually  been  informed,  when 
water  was  taken  to  put  it  out.  I am  pleased  to  record  that  this 
tip  will  soon  be  filled  up. 

A nuisance  from  smells  has  been  very  noticeable  at  times  during 
the  summer  evenings  at  Middlethorpe,  emanating  from  the  York 
Sewage  Works. 

A nuisance  from  the  keeping  of  pigs  at  Dringhouses  was  found 
to  exist  near  to  a Milk  Dairy ; the  occupier  was  asked  to  discontinue 
and  the  nuisance  was  abated  forthwith  and  the  pigs  taken  away. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  five  Schools  in  the  District  and  these  have  been  visited 
on  ten  occasions  during  the  year,  and  any  defects  or  nuisances  found 
have  been  put  into  order. 

An  arrangement  is  now  being  carried  out  whereby  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  causes  the  Schools,  Premises,  Cloak-rooms,  and  con- 
veniences to  be  sprayed  with  Formalin  during  all  ordinary  School 
holidays,  or  when  thought  advisable,  and  in  all  cases  after  a case  of 
Infectious  Disease  connected  with  the  School  in  any  way. 

GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITION  IN  THE  AREA. 

The  general  housing  conditions  of  the  District  have  considerably 
improved  during  the  last  five  years  on  account  of  the  building  of 
new  houses,  and  there  is  a gradual  improvement  taking  place  of 
the  older  houses. 
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There  is  no  shortage  of  houses  to  any  extent  within  the  District ; 
■at  the  present  time  some  of  the  older  houses  are  empty,  and  improve- 
ments to  these  are  being  carried  out.  There  have  been  no 
important  changes  in  the  population  during  the  five  years  under 
review. 

There  is  little,  if  any,  overcrowding  in  the  District.  When  any 
overcrowding  has  been  found,  the  conditions  have  usually  been 
arranged  with  the  sleeping  accommodation  so  as  to  practically  abate 
the  same;  the  ventilation  of  the  rooms  being  carefully  considered 
and  improved. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  gradually 
improving.  Most  of  the  older  houses  are  in  fair  condition.  A 
grant  for  conditioning  of  the  older  houses  from  the  Government 
would  help  enormously  with  this  work.  The  general  character  of 
the  defects  are  defective  floors  and  dampness.  The  former  defect 
is,  in  many  cases,  due  to  the  tenants  themselves  chopping  wood,  etc., 
on  the  floors,  and  having  a general  disregard  to  damaging  the 
property. 

The  Drome,  Copmanthorpe,  is  becoming  a maze  of  Brick  Houses 
and  Wood  Hutments,  which  are  more  or  less  all  used  for  human 
habitation. 

The  Houses  and  Hutments  have  been  built  indiscriminately  of 
any  line  or  order  of  building. 

Septic  Tanks  have  been  provided  and  the  effluent  therefrom 
discharged  into  the  soil,  which  is  more  or  less  water-logged.  It 
would  be  better  in  future,  before  passing  any  more  plans,  if  a proper 
plan  were  submitted  for  a lay-out  scheme,  which  the  Council  should 
enforce,  otherwise  trouble  and  expense  must  inevitably  follow  in 
putting  this  matter  right. 

There  are  no  Back-to-Back  or  other  insanitary  types  of  houses 
in  the  District. 

The  present  Bye-Laws  of  the  Council  are  adequate  and  their 
working  is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  destruction  of  household  refuse  by  burning  is  carried  out  by 
the  occupants  as  far  as  it  is  possible. 

The  dry  refuse,  tins,  etc.,  are  deposited  in  the  old  disused 
brick-pond  at  Dringhouses,  which  is  used  as  a tip. 

Periodical  inspections  of  the  older  houses  are  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  along  with  the  Inspector,  when  advice 
is  also  given  to  the  occupiers  as  to  the  need  of  taking  better  care 
of  the  houses  and  keeping  the  house,  premises,  and  surroundings 
•clean  and  free  from  refuse,  etc. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

A considerable  amount  of  Milk  is  produced  within  the  area. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  frequently  inspected  by  the 
Medical  Officer,  along  with  the  Inspector,  who  advise  on  the  need 
of  cleanliness  of  the  hands  of  the  persons  engaged  in  milking  or  in 
any  way  handling  the  milk  or  milk  vessels,  and  the  careful  cleansing 
of  the  udders  of  the  cows  from  all  filth  and  dust  before  milking,  and 
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the  abolition  of  wet  milking,  which  is  explained  as  an  unclean  action 
on  the  part  of  the  milker.  One  milkman,  on  a large  dairy  farm,  was 
found  on  inspection  to  have  his  hands  in  a dirty  and  suppurating 
condition,  and  was  forthwith  stopped  from  taking  any  part  in  the 
milking  or  the  handling  of  milk  or  milk  vessels  until  such  times 
as  he  had  recovered. 

One  cow,  found  by  the  Inspector  amongst  a herd  of  milch  cows, 
was  considered  by  him  to  be  affected  with  Bovine  Tuberculosis, 
whose  owner  was  requested  to  remove  the  same  from  the  Cowshed, 
isolate  it,  and  discontinue  using  the  milk  until  it  had  been  proved 
otherwise.  The  Police  were  notified  and  the  animal  was  tested  by 
the  Tuberculin  Test,  and  the  animal,  when  eventually  destroyed,  was 
found  to  be  badly  affected  with  Tuberculosis  throughout  the  system. 

No  Licences  have  been  granted  for  the  Sale  of  Milk  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  and  no  types  of  apparatus 
have  been  licensed  for  the  Pasteurisation  of  Milk. 

Two  Oowkeepers  have  given  up  the  Sale  of  Milk  and  have^ 
therefore,  been  struck  off  the  Register. 

No  Bacteriological  examinations  of  Milk  have  taken  place. 


MEAT. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  which  came  into 
force  on  1st  April,  1925,  is  proving  of  great  value. 

A copy  of  the  Regulations  was  sent  to  each  of  the  Butchers  in 
the  District.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  were  appointed  Officers,  by  the  Council,  to  act  under  the 
Regulations.  The  Inspector  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute,  London,  by  examination,  qualifying  him  to  act 
as  an  Inspector  of  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  ordinary  slaughtering  is  carried  out  usually  on  the  Tuesday 
evening  or  Wednesday  morning,  and  any  additional  slaughtering  is 
notifiaWe  to  the  Inspector  by  the  Butcher. 

The  meat  is  inspected  on  the  Wednesday  for  the  ordinary 
slaughtering,  and  any  other  additional  slaughtering  as  occasion 
may  require.

The  carcase  of  one  cow  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  the  food  of 
man,  due  to  the  inflammatory  condition  of  the  meat,  following 
parturition  and  milk  fever,  and  the  carcase  was  surrendered  and 
taken  to  the  York  and  Ainsty  Kennels. 
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One  beast  was  found  in  a Farm  Fold,  amongst  other  animals, 
in  a collapsed  condition.  The  animal  was  stuck,  bled  and  pulled  out 
into  the  adjoining  buildings.  It  was  proposed  to  dress  the  carcase 
for  food,  but  the  symptoms  so  pointed  to  it  being  a case  of  Anthrax 
that  your  Sanitary  Inspector  asked  the  Butcher  not  to  dress  the  same 
at  the  time.  The  owner  called  in  the  Police  and  it  proved,  after 
microscopical  examination  of  the  blood  and  tissues,  to  be  a case  of 
Anthrax.  The  carcase  was  burnt  and  the  premises  thoroughly 
disinfected.  No  further  cases  developed. 

Two  carcases  of  sheep  were  inspected  after  being  dressed, 
following  being  run  into  by  a motor  bus.  Both  carcases  were  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  food  and  were  disinfected  and  buried. 

Two  cases  of  localised  Tuberculosis  of  the  Ijimgs  were  found  in 
two  beasts,  otherwise  no  deposit  was  found  in  any  other  parts  of 
the  carcases.  The  lungs  were  treated  with  carbolic  and  buried. 

There  are  three  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District  (one  of  which 
was  granted  a Licence  during  the  year),  the  other  two  are  Eegistered 
Slaughter-houses  and  have  been  in  use  for  a considerable  number 
of  years.  During  the  period  stated,  132  inspections  have  been  made 
of  the  Slaughter-houses.  There  has  been  a gradual  improvement  as 
regards  cleanliness  of  the  premises  generally  during  the  last  five 
years,  more  so  since  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924, 
came  in  force.  A good  class  of  animal  has  been  slaughtered. 

Several  of  the  carcases  examined  have  been  on  Farms  in  the 
District  where  it  was  necessary  for  immediate  slaughter  to  be  carried 
out,  and  when  the  animal  could  not  be  got  to  a Slaughter-house. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  condemned  meat 
is  by  burying  after  treatment  with  carbolic  acid,  and  allowing  (when 
the  condition  of  the  meat  is  in  such  a satisfactory  state  as  to  show  na 
signs  of  disease)  as  food,  after  boiling,  for  dogs  at  the  York  and 
Ainsty  Kennels,  which  Kennels  adjoins  this  District.

No  other  unsound  Food  has  been  found.  There  are  no 
Bakehouses  in  the  area,  or  any  premises  where  food  is  manufactured, 
and  no  complaints  regarding  food  have  been  received  during  the 
last  five  years. 

One  Fish  Frier  applied  to  the  Council,  with  Plan  for  authority, 
to  erect  wood  building  in  Sim  Balk  Fane,  Bishopthorpe,  for  fish 
frying.  Permission  was  granted  for  three  years. 

The  premises  so  far  have  been  well  kept  and  no  nuisance  has 
been  noticeable  when  frying  has  been  taking  place. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  the  area  during 
the  five  years  under  review.

u -During ’the (past  year, j ‘256  visits  have  been  made  to  Dwelling- 
houses,  Slaughter-houses,  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  Infectious  Diseases, 
and  Nuisances  under  fcheiPubhc  Health  Act;  a number  of  which  has 
been  made  along  with  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Five  Formal  Notices  have  been  served  in  connection  with 
Nuisances  and  other  defects,  three  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 

NUISANCES. 

The  foul-smelling  pond  at  the  rear  of  North  Eastern  Terrace 
has  now  been  practically  filled  up  above  the  water  line,  forcing  the 
water  away  down  the  Dringhouses  Beck;  no  Nuisance  at  present 
exists. 

Two  Nuisances  froin  .the  keeping  of  swine  have  been  abated. 

. , COM'$HEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

' The  Cowsheds"  and  Dairies  throughout  the  year  have  been  well 
kept,  but  there  is  still  a need  for  more  cleanliness  to  be  observed  by 
the  milkers.  One  cow  was  found  (in  a Cowshed  amongst  others) 
somewhat  emaciated,  and  on  testing  proved  to  be  Tubei’cular,  and 
was  eventually  destroyed.  It  would  be  advisable  to  have  Bacterio- 
logical examinations  taken  of  the  l\[ilk  where  thought  necessary, 
which  no  doubt  would  prove  an  incentive  to  cleanliness,  and  also  be 
the  means  of  locating  any  cows  giving  off  Tubercid  Bacilli  in 
the  Milk. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter-houses  and  Meat  Shops  have  been  kept  satis- 
factory. The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  have  been 
carefully  observed  and  there  is  a general  improvement  gradually 
taking  place  on  these  premises. 

REFUSE  TIP. 

The  Bustardthorpfe-  Refuse  Tip  has  been  a constant  nuisance 
more  or  less  the  whole  of  the  year;  Hie  owners  being  asked  on 
several  occasions  to  abate  same. 

: u:  ‘^EWibE  FARMS,  &c. 

Improvements  to  the  Dringhouses  Sewage  Farm  is  under  con- 
sideration, the  effluent  from  same  being  far  from  satisfactory 
during  the  year. 
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The  Copnianthorpe  Septic  Tanks  have  not  given  off  an  effluent 
that  might  be  considered  satisfactory  by  the  Kivers  Board,  whose 
inspector  has  been  over  on  two  or  tliree  occasions;  tlie  trouble  is 
due  to  tiie  lai’ge  amount  of  sewage  to  cope  with.  Aluminoi'erric 
slabs  are  now  being  used,  and  the  top  and  other  waters  disconnected 
from  the  Tanks,  which  work  of  disconnecting  is  still  proceeding. 
There  has  been  a considerable  improvement,  although  i feel  that  a 
sewage  scheme  will  have  to  be  considered  here  in  the  near  future.

A fair  amount  of  voluntary  work  of  repairs  has  been  done  in 
connection  with  the  older  houses,  but  the  greatest  difficulty  is  the 
cost  of  materials  and  labour  in  connection  with  this  work  at  the 
present  time. 

A lay-out  scheme  for  37  Working-class  Houses  was  passed  by 
the  Council  during  the  year,  and  plans  for  the  first  two  were  sub- 
mitted and  passed  by  the  Council  on  the  14th  March,  1925;  several 
houses  on  this  lay-out  have  been  completed. 

1 have  to  report  that  during  1925  no  Canal  Boats  are  known  to 
have  been  in  the  District.  There  are  no  Boats  on  the  Kegister. 
A large  old  disused  Canal  Boat  on  the  River  Ouse  at  Bishopthorpe 
Landing  is  now  being  used  as  a House  Boat  for  two  families — 
it  belongs  to  Mr.  Robson,  of  Hull,  and  has  been  inspected  on 
two  occasions.  It  was  found  that  the  water  supply  was  obtained 
from  the  York  Waterworks  Co.’s  main  at  the  Landing  cottage. 
The  Boat  was  in  a fairly  clean  condition,  but  slightly  damp  in 
places  on  the  side  walls.
